Seniors I 


ine 2, 1948—how could we ever forget. On that day 
Adkins. Clepper, Clifton, Hodges, and Slator entered the 
portals of L.M.H. We were all very excited over becom- 


ing student nurses and living in the Nurses’ Residence. 


In a very few days we'd calmed down and enrolled at 
Tech. It wasn’t long until we began our floor duty. What 
a strange place a hospital is! It wasn’t long, tho; until 
we'd learned the routine. 

The months rolled by. and finally the great day came. 
February 8, 1949, we received our caps. Did we feel 
important! 

Dean Clifton resigned in August to join in the bonds 
of matrimony, leaving only four of us to face whatever 
came next. 

In January. 1950, we all left with tear-dimmed eyes 
for the great city of Galveston. It was while we were there 
that Betty Adkins left us to get married. 

Back from Galveston at last, and we were really happy. 
Seon we received our senior stripes and pins. Only one 
more year to go. 

That one year really flew and Graduation was here 
before we realized it. We received our pins and diplomas 
May 31, 1951. 

The whole three years was full of study, work and lots 
of fun, but we’re kinda glad it’s over. 


Seniors Il 


The day finally arrived—September 7, 1948—the day 
that 24 students arrived to begin nurses training at LMH. 
There was a lot of laughing, talking, and even a little bit 
of crying; but it wasn’t long until we’d all become ac- 
quainted and found out each other’s life history. 

Enrollment at Tech, beginning classes, and starting 
floor duty were old stories to the older students, but to 
us it was new and exciting. 

October 23, 1948, Jean McClure resigned to get mar- 
ried, and the Christmas holidays brought about another 
resignation—Betty Bolton left us December 21. The rest 
of us returned after the Christmas holidays in fine spirits. 
We soon got into the routine of things and settled down. 

In April, 1949, Margaret Carpenter resigned, to make 
the third member of our class to leave. 

The month of May wasn’t a very merry one, for three 
more members of our class left—May 5, Claudine Roper; 
May 12, Betty Thayer; and May 21, Ella Williams. 

Well, maybe May wasn’t too bad after all, because on 
the 3lst, we received that all-important cap. Freshmen at 
last! Now we wouldn’t have to answer to “Probies.” 

Summer was here, but we were still going to Tech. 
We were beginning to know the way out there, anyway. 

July was another fatal month—no, the heat didn’t com- 
pletely get us; but that month Billie Burks and Norma 
Ford had to leave. 

Only sixteen of us left together—quite a drop from 24. 
But we could bear it (so we found out). 

September finally got here and we received our junior 
stripes. We were beginning to feel more like a part of 
the place—’bout time. 

Vacation time came and vacation time went—faster 


than we expected, but we were right happy, because we 
hadn’t realized just how much attached to the place we 
were until we’d been gone a few days. 

Things went pretty smoothly (except for classes, nat- 
urally) until March of 1950 when Melba Griffin decided 
that married life was the life for her. 

There were still a few of us left—fifteen, to be exact, 
and we were hoping that at least that many of us could 
graduate. 

In April, the first of us left to go to Galveston; and 
from then until January of °51 we weren’t all together at 
the same time. 

In April of ’51 big news really broke around our hos- 
pital and things really began to happen. It was dis- 
covered that five of the seniors were already married. 
These “brave” people were Elouise Pugh (Mrs. D. C. 
Carroll) who got married July 22, 1950; Nelda Davis 
(Mrs. Raymond Dipple) hitched December 2, 1950; Lois 
Dippel (Mrs. Leon Grandy)—tied the knot December 8, 
1950. 

Mary Ferguson (Mrs. Archie Nelson)—lassooed Archie 
(or vice versa) Jan. 8, 1951; and of the June Seniors— 
Anna Bess Slater (Mrs. Gordon Messall), got married 
after first aid class on March 21, 1951. 

It was decided that these seniors could stay in training; 
and that, with special permission, seniors could gei mar- 
ried after all their classes were finished. 

The ones who got married after classes were finished 
were: Jonnie Brunson (Mrs. Tom Pirtle)—May 5, 1951. 
Mrs. Margaret E. Hull (Mrs. Gaston Howell)—May 12, 
1951. Mrs. Dorcie Pelayo (Mrs. A. J. Donn)—May 19, 
1951. 

We who didn’t get married should be remembered, too. 
Janie McLain—for her swell personality and wonderful 
friendliness, and her many admirers. 

Who could ever forget Kingery’s amazing ability to fall 
in and out of love at a moment’s notice? 

Anyone who was ever asked, “Want to buy an annual?” 
will remember Mildred Holloway and her wonderful way 
of completing a task. 

Peggy Castleman will probably still be looking for that 
“certain someone” (not under 674’) years from now. 

If you ever see anyone with a couple of fingers with 
five or six stitches in them, or a bandage or two on them, 
you will be dead certain that person is Mullins.

It’s been great fun—every minute of it; lots of work, 
too, but not a moment have we regretted the decision we 
made a long time ago... to become nurses.
